* 0 * A volume of extraordinary rarity, of which only four other 
copies are known ; namely, Lord Spencer's, that in the 
British Museum, one in the Hague Library, and M. 
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'■ Enschede's of Haarlem, which sold in his Bale for GOO 
j florins. It is undoubtedly one of the earliest specimens of 
Typography, and owing to the rudeness and irregularity 
of the type, several bibliographers have falsely described 
it as a Block-Book. The volume exhibits two distinct 
sorts of type, the large being used in the Pontanus, and 
■ the less for the prose and verse of Pius II, which com- 
mence on the reverse of the lost leaf of the first work, 
1 thus indubitably proving that both works were printed 
by the same printer. The large type used for the Pon- 
tanus is identical with the fragment of Donatus (sup- 
posed to be from the press of Lawrence Coster), 
described by Van Praet (Velins du Boi, Ifo. 12), and 
i of which M. Bernard (De l'Origine et des Debuts de 
i l'lmprimerie, tome I,) has given a facsimile. M. Ber- 
| nard, speaking of the said Donatus, remarks: "It is 
! undoubtedly one of the first productions of Typo- 
graphy and subsequently goes on to express an opinion 
that it might have emanated from the press of Guten- 
berg. A glance, however, at the type of the Pius II, 
would have saved M. Bernard from falling into this 
error, as it is the same as that employed in an edition of 
the Speculum Humana) Salvationis, admitted by all 
bibliographers to be decidedly a production of Holland. , 
Besides the Donatus no other work has yet been dis- 1 
covered in which the large type used for the Pontanus i 
has been employed. It is of a very peculiar character, 
and, although slightly larger, it bears a very strong re- 
semblance to that used by Gutenberg in the Mazarine 
Bible. The formation of the letter t proves it to have 
been a production of Holland, or the Low Countries. 
Were it not for the mention of Pius II (who did not 
obtain the tiara until 1458), this edition would in all 
probability have been assigned to Lawrence Coster, and 
considered one of his earliest specimens. The fact of 
using two distinct types for a work of only GO leaves 
leads us to suppose that the printer, whoever he was, 
, must have been a mere tyro in his art, with very slender 
materials for working. This supposition also leads us to 
suggest the probable printer. May these not be the 
identical types stolen from Coster by his assistant, 
when he absconded and fled to Mayence ? Junius in- 
forms us that the name of this assistant was John, 
whose Burname he suspects was Faust, and that he set- 
tled at Mayence, where he may have been employed by 
Gutenberg. If this supposition is correct, in all proba- 
bility this volume was set up by Faust as a specimen 
for Gutenberg to decide on the type he might wish to 
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be cut or cast for the Mazarine Bible. At all events 
this volume is a great typographical curiosity, and wor- 
thy of a place in the library of the most fastidious 

collector. 

Dr. Dibdin has given a long account of it in his 
Bibliographical Decameron, and concludes by saying — 
"This is probably the most desirable volume on the 
score of typographical singularity which I have ever 
beheld."
